STORAGE AND DISPOSAL 
Do not contaminate water, food or feed by storage or disposal.
PESTICIDE STORAGE: Storage should be under lock and key in a ventilated room and secure from access by unauthorized persons or 
children. Storage should be in a cool, dry area away from any heat or ignition source. Do not stack containers over 2 pallets high. Move 
containers by handles or cases. Do not move containers from one area to another unless they are securely sealed. Keep containers tightly 
sealed when not in use. Keep away from any puncture source. Avoid storage near water supplies, food, feed and fertilizer to avoid 
contamination.

CONTAINER HANDLING: 
Nonrefillable Container (rigid material; 5 gallons or greater): 
Nonrefillable container. Do not reuse or refill this container. Offer for recycling, if available. Clean container promptly after emptying. 
Triple rinse as follows: Empty the remaining contents into application equipment or a mix tank. Fill container one-fourth full with water. 
Replace and tighten closures. Tip container on its side and roll it back and forth, ensuring at least one complete revolution, for 30 seconds. 
Stand the container on its end and tip back and forth several times, Turn the container over onto its other tip back and forth several times. 
Empty the rinsate into application equipment or a mix tank or store rinsmate for later use or disposal. Repeat this procedure two more 
times. Dispose of empty container in a sanitary landfill or by incineration, or, if allowed by State and local authorities, by burning. If burned, 
stay out of smoke. 
Refillable Containers: Refillable container. Refill this container with pesticide only. Do not reuse this container for any other purpose. 
Cleaning the container before final disposal is the responsibility of the person disposing of the container. Cleaning before refilling is the 
responsibility of the refiller. To clean the container before final disposal, empty the remaining contents from this container into application 
equipment or mix tank.
